Dear Mr. Evers: 

This is an interim response to your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request emailed 
on May 23, 2019, in which you requested all communications (including emails, email 
attachments, text messages, calendar invitations/entries, letters, memoranda, or other 
communications) between the DOJ officials listed and any respresentative of the organizations 
listed. On May 23, 2019, Khahilia Shaw confirmed that you are interested in any information that 
may reference consent decrees or possible agency guidance on community oriented policing. On 
June 10, 2019, Khahilia Shaw was informed it would take 6-8 months to complete the search and 
review of emails and calendar invitations/entries. 

At this time, we have identified five pages which may be responsive to your request. I 
have determined that one page is appropriate for release without redactions and a copy is enclosed. 
Also enclosed are four pages that are appropriate for release with redactions pursuant to 5 U.S.C. § 
552 (b)(6) of the FOIA. Exemption 6 (5 U.S.C. § 552 (b)(6)) pertains to i n f ormation the release of 
which would constitute a clearly unwarranted invasion of the personal privacy of third parties. 

For your information, Congress excluded three discrete categories of law enforcement and 
national security records from the requirements of the FOIA. See 5 U.S.C. § 552(c). This response 
is limited to those records that are subject to the requirements of the FOIA. This is a standard 
notification that is given to all our requesters and should not be taken as an indication that 
excluded records do, or do not, exist. 

If you are not satisfied with my response to this request, you may administratively appeal 
by writing to the Director, Office of Information Policy (OIP), United States Department of 
Justice, Suite 11050, 1425 New York Avenue, NW, Washington, DC 20530-0001, or you may 
submit an appeal through OIP’s FOIAonline portal by creating an account on the following web 
site: htt ps://www.foiaonline. g ov/foiaonline/action/public/home . Your appeal must be postmarked 
or electronically transmitted within 90 days of the date of my response to your request.
